gram there is the opportunity to 
acquire funds of approximately 
$90,000 for construction of the 
center. 
“ In order to obtain these funds 
it is necessary that the commun­ 
ity justify the need for the facil­ 
ities and obtain a sponsor for the 
programing. 
“ These facilities will be for the 


use of the entire city including 
tenants of public housing,'' the 
letter states. 
The center is planned to oc cu­ 
py 3,516 square feet. If approv­ 
al is received, the center will be 
built on to a building for the Scott 
County Public Health Service and 
the Housing Authority Adminis­ 
tration office. The building will 
be located at Cresap and Frank­ 
lin streets near 25 of the 75 un­ 
its for the elderly to be construc­ 
ted and completed no later than 
June, 1969. 


Space for the public health ser­ 
vice and the Housing Authority of- 
five has been justified and will 
be built. In the architect's draw­ 
ing, the two agencies would oc­ 
cupy 1,956 square feet on the 
right side of the above pictured 
building. 
The 
community center would 
occupy 
more than half of the 
building on the left side. 


Total size of the building is 5,« 
472 square feet. It is one build­ 
ing under one roof, although it 


looks as if it is three separate 
units because of the roof's ex­ 
terior design. 
The activities to be conducted 
in the center and the equipment 
and supplies needed will depend 
on the programing established 
by the sponsoring agency, Hanna 
said. 
The sponsoring agency must be 
responsible for five functions: 
Staffing, m aterials and supplies, 
utility expenses, liability insur­ 
ance and janitorial service. 


Staffing would entail the provid­ 
ing of a program coordinator and 
part time secretary (salaried or 
volunteer) to carry out a program 
of recreational and social activ­ 
ities necessary to serve the com­ 
munity center. 
The sponsoring agency must 
also be responsible to furnish the 
center sufficient materials and 
supplies as may be necessary to 
carry out the program. 
Utility expenses of the com­ 
munity center space must be 
borne by the sponsoring agency 


unless otherwise provided for, 
and a minimum of $50/100,000 
owner landlord liability insur­ 
ance must be paid. 
The Sikeston Housing Authority 
provides the same coverage toall 
its units at a total cost of less 
than $70 a year. 


The sponsoring agency of the 
community center in Poplar Bluff 
sent five

Sikeston Council on the Arts to 
be sponsor for the prog ram here.

But he added the only way to 
change the ‘‘disastrous, divi­ 
siv e'’ policies of the Johnson ad­ 
ministration Is to oppose the 
man himself. 
Kennedy said he will enter his 
name in the June 2 California 


prim ary, and also those in Ore­ 
gon May 28 and Nebraska May 
14 because 
the laws of those 
states require that his name go 
on the ballot. 
He stated at the same time he 
intends to “both support and ex­ 
pand his (McCarthy’s) valiant 
campaign.’’ He called for the

month in Wisconsin, Pennsylva­ 
nia and Massachusetts. 


Kennedy said he made 'Hear 
to McCarthy that “ my candida­ 
cy would not be in opposition to 
his, but in harmony.”

“ Finally, my decision reflects 
no personal animosity or disres­ 
pect tow an!

No person on a public payroll has a moral right 
to strike. 
Strikes by public employes, whether policemen, 
firem en, teachers, nurses, garbage men or any 
other kind of workers, are acts of mutiny against 
our civil society.
